Changes Since '49 
To Be Reflected 


PARIS (AP)—Major reforms 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Or 
ganization reportedly will be 
urged at the spring meeting of 
the alliance's foreign ministers 
in the Hague next week. 
The proposals reflect the wid- 
political and military changes 
smce 1949, when NATO was ere 
ated to rally war-ravaged West 
em Europe in common defense 
against the threat of Communist 
aggression. 
One possible effect would be 
to diminish the role of the Unit 
ed States and Britain in the 15- 
nation alliance. 
In the forefront of those seek­ 
ing a major shakeup in the 
NATO structure is French Pres­ 
ident Charles de Gaulle, who 
has long chafed under what he 
considers the alliance’s Anglo- 
Saxon 
leadership. 
Informed 
sources said Wednesday that 
French Foreign Minister Mau­ 
rice Couve de Murville will not 
make any specific recommenda­ 
tions. 
But Couve de Murville is ex­ 
pected to expound De Gaulle’s 
views, and West Germany and 
Italy may join France in seek­ 
ing a larger voice in NATO, re­ 
flecting their postwar resur­ 
gence. 
Officials doubt that any hard 
decisions 
will 
emerge 
next 
week. They say some questions 
raised may be taken up at 
a special meeting of the NATO 
defense ministers in July. 
The only formal action likely 
in the Hague is an announce­ 
ment that Manito Brosio, Italy’s 
ambassador to France, will suc­ 
ceed Dirk U. Stikker of the 
Netherlands as NATO secre­ 
tary-general. Brosio formerly 
was 
Italy’s 
ambassador 
in 
Washington. 
Stikker has an­ 
nounced he will resign Aug. I 
because of his health. 
Sources in Paris said some 
members of the alliance — not 
necessarily France—will urge

For Distinguished Guests

eve of his 80th birthday, heads 
into town and toward a billet at 
Blair House, the mansion for 
the nation’s most distinguished 
.guests. 
Well does the former presi­ 
dent know this famous old horn* 
on Pennsylvania Avenue. It was 
there he lived in the early 1950s 
while the sagging White House 
was being rebuilt from top to 
bottom. And it was there that 
wild Puerto Rican revolutionar­ 
ies stormed the door in a bloody 
but unsuccessful attempt to as­ 
sassinate hm.. 
President junnson figured it 
is not every day that a former 
president about to turn 80 hits 
town. So he invited Truman to 
stay at the Blair House, which 
is usually reserved for kings, 
queens and oil-rich sheiks. 
The President telephoned ad­ 
vance birthday greetings to Tru­ 
man Wednesday 
He began the conversation 
with a jest, saying: “I wanted 
to call collect, but Lady Bird 
wouldn’t let me. I only have 
change enough for three min­ 
utes.” 
“I will tell you what I will 
do,” replied Truman. “I will ac­ 
cept it as collect.” 
Johnson told Truman he was 
“one of our greatest national as 
rets” and added: “When you 
blow out those candles, Mr 
President, I hope you think of 
all the lights you have turned on 
during 80 years. They are still 
taming in Greece and Turkey 
and Western Europe and the 
Far East and in the hearts of 


your countrymen.** 
After lunching and sprucing 
up at the Blair House, Truman 
had a date tonight with District 
of Columbia Masons.

World Communism Appears Fully Split 


AP Special Correspondent 
By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
New developments in the Mos­ 
cow Peking dispute make virtu­ 
ally inescapable the conclusion 
that communism is finally and 
irrevocably split into two main 
camps. 
Premier Khrushchev is under 
pressure to call an international 
Communist conference in June 
or July in a last effort to avert 
the division. But it is likely such 
a meetng would only confirm 
that the split is a fact. 
Red-ruled Romania has been 
trying feverishly to mediate the 


dispute but seems about ready 
to give up. 
The Romanian party’s April 
statement on the schism be­ 
moaned a Red Chinese conten­ 
tion that “in conditions now pre­ 
vailing in the Communist move­ 
ment, a split both on the interna­ 
tional plane and within various 
parties becomes necessary and 
unavodable.” The party said 
what Peking is doing “means to 
call for a split.” 
Infuriated, Khrushchev’s Sovi­ 
et party has delivered two new 
Sunday punches at the Red Chi­ 
nese, both on the fame theme: 


Red China is trying to break 
out of isolation and throw its 
weight around in capitalist coun­ 
tries It turned heavy propagan­ 
da artillery on Chinese preten­ 
sions to leadership of a new 
world bloc. 
The Soviet party fired a bar­ 
rage on this subject in the 
March issue of its theoretical 
lournal, Kommunist. It renewed 
the attack in the journal’s latest 
issue, out this week. 
Kommunist accused the Chi­ 
nese last month of trying to set 
up 
an 
“intermediate 
zone” 
which, by implication, would re­ 


gard the Soviet Union and the 
United States with equal hos­ 
tility. 
This week Kommunist ac­ 
cused the Chinese of playing up 
to capitalists in Western Eu­ 
rope and Japan and dealing witl1 
governments which are mem­ 
bers of Western alliances. 
The Chinese idea, say the Rus­ 
sians, is that Communists should 
zero in on the United States as 
the main enemy, and that thus 
it is possible to seek support 
even among U.S. allies. 
The Russians insist this is 
wrong, that not only the United 


States is the enemy, but all “im­ 
perialists.” 
The Russians, to, seem to 
conclude that Peking has pass­ 
ed the point of no return in the 
dispute. Moscow accuses Pek­ 
ing of putting together its own 
program for world revolution in 
a “25-point platform” countere- 
posed against the Soviet plan 
for global victory. 
This ‘ frankly anti-Soviet” Chi­ 
nese program, says Kommunist, 
exploits national prejudices, sets 
race against race and East 
against 
West, 
regardless 
of 
Communist or capitalist rule. 


Glenn Makes 
No Plans for 
His Future 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — Lt. 
Col. John H. Glenn Jr., loser 
in his first try at politics, says 
there are a number of things 
he might do now but he hasn’t 
made any plans yet. 
“I might go back to the Man­ 
ned Spacecraft Center or back 
to the Marine Corps, or there 
is a possibility of the two,” he 
raid Wednesday. 
Glenn got more than 205,000 
votes in losing to Sen. Stephen 
M. Young in Tuesday’s Ohio 
Demcoratic senatorial primary 
election despite being forced to 
withdraw because of a disabling 
injury. 
“It is very gratifying to know 
so many people think well of 
us,” he said Wednesday in com­ 
menting on the outcome of the 
election. “We appreciate the 
support even though we with­ 
drew.” 
Glenn said his health is im­ 
proving. “The doctors are con­ 
fident I will recover complete­ 
ly,” he said, “but it probably 
will be late summer or fall be­ 
fore I am IOO per cent cured. I 
can’t be sure.” 
Glenn suffered an injury to 
his inner ear when he fell 
against a bathtub in his Colum­ 
bus, Ohio, apartment in Februa­ 
ry. He was forced to withdraw 
f r o m the senatorial primary 
when it was seen that recovery 
would be prolonged.

OU Address 
Cites 'Musts' 
Facing Nation 


ATHENS, Ohio (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson said today “our 
challenge—not tomorrow but to­ 
day—is to accomplish objec­ 
tives which have eluded man­ 
kind since the beginning of 
time.” 
In a speech prepared for de­ 
livery at Ohio University, John­ 
son said the nation must: 
“Bring equal justice to all our 
citizens, 
“Abolish human poverty, 
“Eradicate killing and crip­ 
pling diseases, and lengthen the 
life span of man to IOO or 120 
years, 
“Eliminate illiteracy, 
“End open bias and active 
bigotry. 
And, above all else, help to 
bring about a day ‘when nation 
shall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more.’ ** 
The visit to Athens was an in­ 
terlude in a trip through Ap­ 
palachia, Johnson’s second such 
tour in'13 days, aimed princi­ 
pally at drumming up backing 
for his war on poverty program. 
Off from the White House 
lawn by helicopter at 8:14 a.m., 
the President flew first to Cum­ 
berland, Md., for a speech in 
which he depicted the antipov­ 
erty program as a campaign of 
the continuing American Revo­ 
lution. 
From here Johnson flies on to 
visit six states, meeting the un­ 
employed, visiting farmers and 
promoting the antipoverty drive. 
The Ohio University address 
carried on that effort, tying it 
in with the other goals which 
Johnson set for Americans. 
Not in a day, not in a year 
will these goals be reached, 
Johnson said, “but if we begin 
the effort—if we approach the 
task with great enthusiasms and 
not with cynicisms — these 
achievements will be the glory 
of your generation.” 
He said there is in front of 
young people today the promise 
of a greater tomorrow. 
“It’s a tomorrow that is 
brighter than yesterday and 
more challenging than today,” 
he said. 
“This is not a time for timid 
spirits and trembling spirits. 
“It is a time for reaching out 
—to extend the boundaries of 
the brain and widen the dimen­ 
sions of knowledge. 
“We have it within our power 
to find the best of solutions to 
the worst of problems. We in­ 
tend to do just that. 
“Let your young hearts armed 
with new weapons join an old 
battle against ancient enemies— 
the enemies of poverty and 
disease, illiteracy and strife.” 
Johnson announced that a con­ 
tract has been signed by the 
Area Redevelopment Adminis­ 
tration to establish a regional 
development institute at Ohi o 
University. This, he said, will 
make the university the focal 
point of economic development 
for the southeastern Ohio area. 
He also announced that the 
Lorain-Elyria area of Ohio is 
being removed today from the 
list of industrial areas in the 
state with substantial unemploy­ 
ment.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Top 
nutrition experts cut back the 
recommended daily calorie in­ 
take for 
Americans 
—

blamed easy living. 
They also included in their 
figuring the 
rather substantial 
intake of calories through alco­ 
holic beverages — recognizing 
the afternoon beer and the be­ 
fore-dinner cocktail. 
For the moderately active, 
145-pound, 25-year-old American 
male, the daily calorie quota 
has been dropped by 300—from 
a 1,958 recommendation of 3,200 
calories to 2,900. 
The Food and Nutrition Board 
cf the National Academy of 
Sciences — National Research 
Council —the panel that decides 
minimums 
for 
vitamins 
and 
maximums for calories — cited 
the cuts in its new recommend 
ed dietary allowances. 
It called for a 200-calorie drop 
in the daily quota for its “re­ 
ference woman”—a 25-year-old, 
128-pound female who in 1958 
was allotted 2,300 calories, but 
should now get along on 2,100. 
The report said that while al­ 
cohol in small quantities can 
provide energy, a high - alcohol 
diet displaces important nutri­ 
ents and accounts at least in 
part for the metabolic diseases 
that come with alcoholism.

on poverty.” 
In remarks prepared for his 
first formal audience, outside 
the court house in mountain- 
rimmed Cumberland, Johnson 
said: 
“I come here to ask your help 
in carrying forward the Ameri­ 
can revolution.” 
The first objective in meeting 
today’s enemies, he said, “is to 
free 30 million Americans from 
the prison al poverty.” 
He added: “I know what pov 
erty means to people. I have 
been unemployed. I have shined 
shoes and worked on a highway 
crew for a dollar a day. This 
has taught me some of the 
meaning of poverty.” 
Johnson wants Congress to 
vote a billion-dollar program to 
attack the causes of poverty in 
the Appalchian states, plus sim­ 
ilar sums to carry the antipover 
ty cause into all parts of the na­ 
tion. 
But he said “it is not enough 
for the government to propose 
programs” or for Congress to 
pass laws. 
He said: “We will not win our 
war against poverty until the 
conscience of the entire nation 
is aroused. We will not succeed 
until every citizen regards the 
sufferings of neighbors as a ca l, 
to action.” 
Accepting an invitation to ac 
company Johnson on the foray 
into Maryland was Sen. Dame . 
B. Brewster who will oppose 
segregationist Gov. George C 
Wallace of Alabama in Mary 
land's May 19 Democratic pri 
mary. 
This latest trek marks the 
President’s first trip into the 
Deep South. He’ll stay overnight 
in Atlanta, where his reception 
will be carefully gauged by po­ 
litical observers, then make 
final stop Friday at Cainsville 
Ga., before returning to the 
White House.

I’m looking forward to getting 
to work. 
Classroom 
work 
is 
sort of passive and I would like 
to be more active.” 
Capt. William A. Anders, one 
of the few astronauts who was 
not a test pilot, said he was 
looking forward to spaceship 
training, too. 
Both men were stationed at 
Kirtland Air Force Base, Albu­ 
querque, N.M., at the time of 
their 
selection 
last 
Oct. 
18. 
Fourteen were named at that 
time. 
They started training Feb. I 
and Donald K. Slayton, chief of 
astronaut training, 
said book 
work would be finished about 
the middle of June or early 
July. 
After classroom study comes 
the training usually associated 
with astronauts—dizzy rides on 
a centrifuge at Johnstown, Pa., 
weightlessness flight in a KC135 
airplane and desert and tropical 
survival training.

However, most Flower­ 
ing Q u i n c e s around here are 
large and noble whrubs. 
Some years Japanese Flower­ 
ing Quince produces fruit. Yes, 
it is edible. We understand excel­ 
lent jelly. 
Suckers frequently appear 
around the shrub. To propa­ 
gate Cydonia inst dig 
these 
suckers and replant. 
Jennie Moss, Whisler store­ 
keeper, has a fine specimen of 
Cydonia as we have seen. Plant­ 
ed behind her barn, it is vis­ 
ible at the crossroads In Whisler 
and had delighted everybody 
who saw it.

Almond Shrub 
Is Waning 
In Popularity 


One of the most cherished of 
early blooming shrubs is the 
dainty flowering almond. 
It belongs to the Genus Pro- 
nus along with the plums, the 
almonds, the peaches, the ap­ 
ricots, the cherries, bird cher­ 
ries and cherry laurels. 
Flowering almond has p i n k 
double flowers up and down its 
b r a n c h e s . The bush seldom 
grows higher than 30 inches. It 
was well known in old gardens 
and a popular title shrub. 
R i g h t now its popularity 
seems to be on the wane. It is a 
modest shrub but a charming 
one and blooms along with blue 
bells, flowering crabs, bleeding 
hearts, pheasant eye narcissi, 
and creeping phlox.

Folks who try to carry their 
Poinsettia over for another year 
should think about getting the 
dormant plant started to grow­ 
ing again.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
sour war in Viet Nam is baf­ 
fling American officials but, in 
trying to figure it out, they must 
be setting a record for think- 
talks and look-sees. 
Now 
President 
Johnson 
is 
sending Defense Secretary Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara hustling back 
to Viet Nam again for another 
look, his fifth in 12 months, plus 
five he made to Honolulu for 
conferences on how to win the 
war. 
Squads of other officials have 
been over to one or both places, 
including Gen. Maxwell Taylor, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff; President Johnson when 
he was vice president; and Atty. 
'Gen. Robert F. Kennedy. John­ 
son and Kennedy made Viet 
Nam a stop on their world 
tours. 
The war itself has been going 
from bad to worse, making the 
optimism of some of these em­ 
inent American visitors look a 
-little incredible in retrospect. 
Johnson, for instance, was so 
carried away he made 15 im 
promptu speeches and dashed 
around shaking hands with the 
crowds the way he does now 
with 
tourists 
at 
the 
White 
House. 
He sized up the dictatorial 
President of Viet Nam, Ngo 
Dinh Diem, and promptly com­ 
pared him with Sir Winston 
Churchill, although even then 
Diem was far from universailly 
‘beloved. This was in May 1961. 
(On Nov. I, 1963, the Vietna­ 
mese showed how much they 
disagreed with Johnson by as 
sassinating Diem and his broth­ 
er in a military coup which took 
over the government.) 
President Kennedy knew it 
was no perfect setup. In Octo­ 
ber, 1961, he sent Taylor over. 
Within 
a 
month 
Diem 
an­ 
nounced he would put in re­ 
forms. They were badly need­ 
ed. And then he forgot them. 
McNamara seemed to express 
the most optimism about a war 
which clearly wasn’t going well, 
although 
this 
country 
had 
pumped in about $5 billion in aid 
over eight years, has 15,000 
troops 
there, 
and 
over 
220 
Americans have been killed. 
This is a list of the trips and 
the sayings: 
January, 1962 — McNamara’s 
first trip tQ Honolulu for an 
American military conference 
on Viet Nam. He came away 
saying he felt “encouraged.” 
February, 1962 — McNamara 
announced a new U.S. military 
command in Viet Nam and flew 
back to Honolulu for another 
conference. 
February, 1962 — While Mc­ 
Namara was in Hawaii, Robert 
Kennedy was in Viet Nam say­ 
ing “we have great confidence 
in President Diem.” 
May, 1962 — McNamara took 
his first plunge into Viet Nam 
and left saying he felt “tre­ 
mendously encouraged.” 
July, 1962 — Despite his en­ 
couraged feeling, he went to 
Honolulu for another think-talk 
with the U.S military. He came 
away a little gloomier, thought 
now winning in Viet Nam might 
“take 
years 
rather 
than 
months.” 


September, 1962 — This time 
Taylor to Viet Nam. He told re­ 
porters the “Vietnamese are on 
the right track.” If so, they sure 
got off it later. 
June, 1963 — By now Viet 
Nam was in emotional flames 
made bright by Buddhist monks 
protesting 
Diem’s 
treatment. 
Kennedy 
sent 
Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge over as ambassador to 
see what he could do. 
September, 1963 — McNamara 
and Taylor back to Viet Nam. 
On their return they reportedly 
told a Senate committee: “We 
are winning out there” 
and 
tilings “are progressing very 
well on both the military and 
political fronts.” 
November, 1963 — This was 
the month in which McNamara 
and Taylor may have wished 
they hadn’t made that state­ 
ment in September. Diem and 
his brother were assassinated. 
President Kennedy was slain in 
Dallas, and the new President 
Johnson said he would carry on

On one day in 
April, 1963 they were reported 
in 12 different locations. 
“Tornadoes can occur any 
time any place,” says Roger Mil­ 
ler, Ohio State University Exten­ 
sion s p e c i a l i s t in emergen­ 
cy preparedness. “K n o w i n g 
what to do when you receive a 
warning, or when you see a tor­ 
nado, may save your life.” 
Miller offers several sugges­ 
tions for, tornado protection. 
If you are in open country: 
move at right angles to the tor­ 
nado’s path; lie flat in the near­ 
est depression, such as a ditch 
or ravine, if there is no time to 
escape. 


IF YOU are in a city or town: 
seek inside shelter, preferably 
in a steel reinforced building. 
Stay away from windows! 
If you are in a home: go to the 
southwest corner of the lowest 
floor or the basement. If t i m e 
permits, shut off electricity and 
fuel lines. Opening windows on 
the north and east sides of t h e 
house may help reduce damage 
to the building. If you live in a 
brick or stone house, seek oth­ 
er shelter, preferably in a storm 
cellar or the basement of a 
frame house. 
If you are at the office: stand 
against an inside wall on a low­ 
er floor.
